Physician Starts for St. Louis 
Believing Wife Is in 
City Hospital. 


HUSBAND IS SURPRISED 

Declares Published News of 

- Court Action in St. Louis 
Must Be Mistake. 








Dr.- Augustin H. Goelet of New York, 
erroneously believing that the woman 
picked up on the streets and sent to the 
City .Hospital late Thursday was his 
wife, Elaine Goodenow Goelet, is hur- 
rying to St. Louis, accompanied by his 
wife's father, Robert Stevens of Orange, 
N. J., @ press dispatch from New York 
ways. 

Dr. Goelet, says the press dispatch 
from New York, expressed amazeinent 
when he was teld of the suit and said 
that his wife merely had stopped over 
to visit St. Louis friends while retutn- 
ing from St. Joseph, Mo. 

Dr. Goelet was under the impression 
that his wife had been picked up on 
_the street and sent to the City Hospi- 
tal here. The woman in the hospital 
answered to some extent the description 
of Mrs. Goelet and had, in her hand- 
bag, an empty envelope with Mrs. Goe- 
let's name on it. But the hospital pa- 
tient was not Mrs. Goelet. She had 
fond the envelope. 

At the hospital she was identified Fri- 
day morning by a man who gave his 
mame as Charlies Lamont of 1116 North 
Sarah street as his wife. He said her 
condition had been due to a neuralgia 
cure she had taken. She was released 
hriday afternoon and ‘left the hospital 
alone. 

At the North Sarah street ‘address it 
vas snid that a Mr. and Mrs. Lamont 
had been living there about a month, 
but that very little was known of them.

BALTIMORE, Md., March: 6.—Dam- 
age by the recent storm is estimated 
to have been $2,900,000 in and around 
Baltimore. Two more deaths were 
reported today as a result of injuries 
received in the storm. 

Thousands of men are at work re- 
pairing the railroad and commercial 
telegraph lines. The gale on the bay 
was the worst in years. A large nuim- 
ber of small craft are stranded on 
shore.

Taft’s Plan for Congress In- 
cludes Only One Subject 
at Present. 








CONSIDERS COMMISSION 





President Takes Up Question 
of Futufe National Con- 
servation Body. 





WASHINGTON, March 6,—President 
Taft today issued a call for a special 
session of the Sixty-first Congress, to 
convene March 15. The call does not 
mention the object fer which the special 
session is called. In his inaugural ad- 
dress the President said the special ses- 
sion should consider only tariff revision. 

The following is the text of she 
call: 

By the President of the 
States of America: 

Whereas public tmterests require 
that the Congress of the United 

_ States should be convened in extra 

session at 12: o0’clock nogn, on the 

fifteenth day of March, 1909, to re- 
celve such communfiication as may be 
made by the executive; 

Now, therefore, I, William Howard 
Taft, President of the United States 
of America, do hereby proclaim and 
declare that an extraordinary oc- 
casion requires the Congress of the 
United States to convene in extra 
session at the Capitol in the City 
of Washington on the fifteenth day 
of March, 1909, at 12 o’clock noon, at 
which,all persons wno shall, at that 
time, be entitled to act as members 
thereof, are hereby required to take 
notice. 

Given under my hand and the seal 
of the United States of America, the 
sixth day of March, in the year of 
our Lord, one thousand nine hundred 
and nine, and of the tndependence of 

* the United States, the one hundred 
and thirty-third., 
“WM. H. TAFT.’ 


Takes Up Conservation. 
President Taft today considered the 
future existence of the National Con- 
servation Commission. This question 
was raised py an amendment to an 
appropriation bill and the members of 
the joint Committee on Co-operation, 
which includes Senators Nelson of 
Minnesota and Milton of Florida, rep- 
resenting the Conservation Commis- 
sion and Govs, Wilson of Kentucky; 
Deneen of Illinois, and former Gov. 
Pardee of California, representing the 
State organizations, took up the ques- 
tions with Mr. Taft to ascertain his 

construction of the amendment.

is an advisory board appointed by the 
Executive and serving without com- 
pensation. 

‘Among the several thousand persons 
whont Mr. Taft received were delega- 
tions from New Orleans, Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Maine. In welcoming them 
to the White House Mr. Taft remarked 
that although he had come in like a 
lion—having reference to the blizzard 
on the 4th of March—he hoped to go 
out like a lamb. 

Collectively and individually the nine 
members of the Philippine Commission, 
through Governor-Genera!

“INVITED,” DECLARES WEBSTER 


Not Known, However, Whether 
They Will Attend City Party 
Convention. 


Whether the seven women, appointed 
as delegates to the City Party conven- 
tion, which will meet at the Planters 
Hotel Saturday evening to nominate a 
municipal ticket, will attend the con- 
vention is a matter of conjecture. 

“They were not ‘invited’ to attend the 
convention,” said Sheridan Webster, 
chairman of the party executive com- 
mittee, Saturday, “they were appointed 
as delegates on the recommendation of 
Mrs. George L. Werth. I do not yer 
they attend the convention, that will be 
an acceptance. If they stay away that 
will be a declination.” 

The women to whom delegates’ cre- 
dentials were sent are: Mrs. F. H. 
Ingalls, Mrs. Hattie Greensfelder, Dr. 
Sarah I. Barnard, Mrs. Ida B. Cole, 
Mrs. T. E. Ferguson, Mrs. Fannie Robb 
and Mrs. Werth. 

They are al] prominent in women's 
club work and several of them are 
avowed advocates of women’s suffrage. 
Most of the women, however, have said 
that they would not attend the con- 
vention.

DES MOINDBS, Io., March 6.—J. W. 
Blythe, general counsel of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Raltlroad, dropped 
dead at 5 o'clock this morning, . two 
miles out from Wapello, where he had a 
hunting lodge. He went to the lodge 
yesterday with a party of friends for a 
shooting trip. Just after he left the 
clubhouse this morning he was seized 
with an attack of heart disease and fell 
dead while his friends were rushing to 
his side. 

He was administrator of the estate of 
C. E. Perkins, former president of the 
Burlington system, and a son-in-law of 
the late Ex-Senator John Gear. 

Mr. Blythe was born in Cranbury, N. 
J., in 180 and was a graduate. of 
Princeton University. He was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1876, since which: time 
he had. been practicing law in Iowa. For 
the last six or seven years:he had been 
general counsel of the Burlington Rail- 
road. He was ‘regarded -as the State 
leader of the Iowa “standpatters.”’

Sullivan -and Connors 
were in the club when Connie Sullivan, 
shot and wounded Policeman John Hut- 
ton, Jan..17...Connie Sullivan . pleaded 
guilty and got four: years.in- the peni- 
tentiary.

TOWBOAT SIN ‘ 


Icy. Water pact Watch- 
man on “The Uncle Tom,” 
From Kimmiswick. 





Louis Frietag, watchman on the tow- 
poat Uncle Tom, hailing from Kimms- 
wick, and moored:at the foot of: Victor 
street, awoke at’4 o'clock » Saturday 
morning . with .the icy’ waters. of «the 
Mississippi licking his hand. He was 
sleeping on. the.floor of the deck house. 
“Springing vp ‘he saw that the water 
was covering the ‘floor and rapidly: ris- 
ing.” He shotted to the other. members 
of the crew that the boat was sinking, 
and they rushed out‘and ‘sprang aboard 
a .arge that lay behind the Uncle Tom, 
and were saved. 

Frietag remembered he:had a walt of 
c.0thes and $25 of’ his ‘savings aboard 
the: towboat, and went back after them. 
While he was in the cabin the. boat: gave 
a lurch and*began to go down with a 
rush. He ran on’ deck and: sprang ‘for 
the barge, missed it and fell into’ the 
river, and would have been swept away 
had not the other members of the crew 
pulled him aboard, — 

The Uncle Tom now lies in 2 feet of 
water off shore, with. her. smokestack 
sticking above the — waters of. the 
river. 

“The boat was —— up from Kimms- 


wick Priday by her owner, J.-A. Wor- 
lington, who was moving: his family*to 


St. Louis. The household furniture was 
onthe barge. Iti was unloaded at 6 
o’clock Friday. night and taken ‘to 6 
Nicholson place, and after supper the 
crew, composed of Frietag,. deckhand 
and watchman; Engineer Frank Weav- 
er, Fireman Louis Bosser, Harry Baker, 
a deckhand, and another, went to sleep. 

The. boat was apparently in good con- 
dition when Frietag made his last: in- 
spection of ‘it Friday night. Why the 
boat foundered is a mystery, a8 no sub- 
marine mines, swordfish or other melo- 
dramatic enemies or seafaring craft 
have been. seen at the fdot of Victor 
street.

In July, 1907, Mrs. Fortner executed 
a deed of trust on this lot and borrowed 
money on it. Later Fortner made seven 
different copies of this deed of trust, 
forging the signature of Peter Wetzel, 
the Recorder of Deeds of St. Louis 
County, to each one of them. The dates 
of the different forged deeds are July 
16, 22, 24, Oct. 21, 22 and Nov. 10, 2.

Bassot abducted her 
daughter in the most melodramatic 
manner. Failing in every effort to coax 
her daughter home from the Maison 
Sociale, she employed detectives and 
they seized Mile. Bassot while she was 
going to mass and carried her, shriek- 
ing and struggling, to an automobile in 
which her mother was waiting. 

Then the whole party was carried at 
top speed over the boarder into Switzer- 
lend. Mile. Bassot vontinued to shriek 
for help, but the detectives made signs 
to those who halted them and showed 
an inclination to aid her which plainly 
indicated that they were dealing with 
2 lunatic. 

Placed in Private Asylum. 


Mile, Bassot was placed in a private 
asylum in Geneva, but she contrived 
to pass a note to a peasant, who tele- 
wraphed it to her lawyer in Paris, and 
she was soon released. 

Mme. Bassot engaged the famous iaw- 
yer, Maitre Labori.

They — Title to 15 Acres 
in East St. Louis by Virtue 
of Possession. 





HAVE ELECTED MAYOR 





Marshal and Wire Fences De- 
pended on by Weed City 
to Resist Invasion. 





Sixteen families of squatters on a tract 
of land in East St. Louis are defying the 
efforts of realty owners to eject them 
and the matter is to be taken into the 
courts. In the meantime the possession 
of the land by the squatters is prevent- 
ing the building there of a large horse 
and mule market. 

The squatters claim obnerenits under 
the squatter laws of Illinois, which vests 
title to land in a person who builds a 
house and lives upon it rent free and 
without interference for seven. years. 
Some of these squatters have lived there 
16 years in undisputed possession and 


land as no one ever claimed possession 
or came to demand rent. 

The squatters have banded. together 
for protection and defense. They have 
named their tract ‘““‘Weed City.” They 
have elected a Mayor and a Town Mar- 
shal and they keep watch night and day 
to prevent their claims being jumped. 

Live in 16 Shanties. 

The tract of land comprises 15 acres. 
It lies on the bank of Cahokia Creek 
near the stock yards in the northern 
part of the city. Upon it are 16 small 
ramshackle shanties in which 16 squat- 
ters and their wives and many children 
live. 

A month ago the Walcott, Beers and 
Grant Co. from’ Kansas City bought 30 
acres of land upon which to build stock 
yards. Included in the tract was Weed 
City’s 15 acres, This tract was claimed 
by an Eastern capitatist and his deed 
to it was transferred to the new com- 
pany by T. F. Fekete, the resident agent 
of the capitalist. 

When the new company had paid for 
the property it was- ready to build and 
the Terminal railway started to run a 
switch from its Une over the tract so 
that building materials might be hauled. 
It was then that the trouble with the 
16. families of squatters began. The 
switch had only been built à few yards 
when the squatters gathered, speeches 


were made, the dangers of the invasion | 


were pointed out and it was —— 
to make a stand. 
Strong Fence Constructed, 

Fred Bennett was elected Mayor of 
Weed City and Wesley Weddle - was 
chosen as Marshal, and they were in- 
structed to prevent the building of the 
switch. 

The first thing done by the squatters 
was to build a strong fence right across 
the path of the incoming switch. - This 
was done at night. and the next morn- 
ing when the railroad workmen came 
they found the new Marshal of the new 
city sitting on the top rail of the fence 
with a double-barreled shotgun in his 
hands. That was sufficient argument 
to stop the building of the switch, 

The fight for possession has been kept 
up ever since. The company which 


manded possession from him, Last week 
he sent Barney Williams, a Constable, 
to get the names of all the squatters so 
that proceedings in ejectment might be 
brought against them in court. A sur- 
veyor was also sent to the tract to make 
a plat of it showing the location of the 
shanties of the squatters. 


Squatters Hire Lawyers 
Each of the squatters has built a 


strong wire fence around his house and 
has served notice that any trespass 
will be resented by force if necessary. 
They have retained lawyers, who have 
assured them that the land is theirs by 
right of possession. Unless the squat- 
ters are bought off there- will be long 
litigation over the tract. 

In the meantime the Walcott, Beers 
& Grant Co. has been stopped in itd 
plans to build a stockyards on the tract 
and squatter sovereignty reigns.

GETS NEW SILVER JAWBONE 


Kick by Highwayman in Chin 
Caused Necrosis Which Neces- 
sitated Operation. 


Herman Cook, a patient at the City 
Hospital, has a silver jaw. It was put 
in Saturday to take the place of the 
jawbone which he had before he was 
kicked by a highwayman at Seventh 
street and Cass avenue the night of 
Feb. 7. 

Cook was taken to the hospital: two 
weeks ago suffering from the. effects 
of the kick. It was found that necro- 
sis, or wasting away of the jawbone, 
had set in. The affected portion was at 
the point of the chin. 

To prevent a spread of the disease, 
which would have’ resulted in death, 
the hospital surgeons cut away the bone 
and inserted a silver plate. Only a 
slight scar will remain to indicate: that 
Cook’s jaw is uifferent from those of 
other persons.

ROADS AND RAKEOFFS. 

A complimentary notice of the annual report 
of the Road and Bridge Commissioner of St. 
Louis County, may give much material for edu- 
cation if studied for all it is worth. 

In connection with the statement that St. Louis 
County “boasts the best roads in the State,” it 
is said that it spent last year $171,422 for road 
improvement. 

The items specified in this total are $10,954 for 
the salaries of road overseers, $58,505 for “other 
salaries,” $58,852 for macadam and gravel, and 
$36,772 for the construction of new roads. 

It is hardly possible to escape being struck at 
ronce by the fact that the expense of miscellan- 
eous salaries is the same in round thousands as 
that for all material used. With this balance 
struck, it is found that the road overseers, coim- 
jpared with the ftem for construction of new road, 
cost over a fourth as much a mile as the con- 
struction, or $10.95 for the overseers of now 
road to every $36.77 in the cost of the new road 
they oversaw. Taking the two groups of totals 
together, all salaries, as reported, stand $69,459 
against $95,624 as the total reported spent on 4)1 
road improvement, including both new roads and 
repairs. The final question is the per centage 
fof “rake-off” to the mile of road.

At the same time except in certain por- 
tions of the east, the returns of bank 
clearances indicate more active indus- 
trial circumstances than those of last 
year, and railway earnings are likewise 
comparing favorably with those of 
twelve months ago. These exhibits are, 
however, after all only comparative and 
are in contrast with another period of 
general depression. 

“Money market circumstances have re- 
mained extremely easy and no change in 
the conditions prevailing there is ex- 
pected until thé revision of the tariff 
is out of the way and there is some 
definite information with regard to the 
outcome of the crops. In view of the 
requirements of the federal government 
and those of corporations in general, it 
is fairly certain, however, that any 
considerable and well sustained improve- 
ment in the country’s trade would very 
quickly lead to a change in the money 
market, as the surplus reserves of the 
banks are not particularly high. 

“The foreign exchange market has 
continued firm, partly in connection 
with the recent heavy selling of secur- 
ities: for European account. Exports of 
gold have, however, been confined thus 
far to the shipments of metal to South 
America. The selling of securities for 
foreign account appeared to have been 
about equally induced by anxiety with 


eastern Europe and by the concern 
felt by foreign investors with regard to 
the same set of circumstances pre- 
viously mentioned as engaging local in- 
terests. 

“Taken in detail the transactions in 
the stock market during the week 
really presented few features of in- 
terest. Fluctuations in prices were, 
however, quite extensive and indeed 
denoted a considerable degree of in- 
stability in the market. Fluctuations 
in the metal and steel stocks were 
naturally particularly wide, but al- 
most equally Ajrreguler price changes 
were noted in a number of standard 
railway shares. Reading was a con- 
spicuous feature in this respect, that 
stock, of course, being specifically in- 
fluenced by the uncertainty as to the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
commodities clause case and the equal 
uncertainty as to when the decision 
will be rendered. It is the common 
opinion that some of the more severe 
declines in prices have resulted from 
the operations of bearishly disposed 
speculators, trading more or less in 
concert and indeed, superficially con- 
sidered at least, the loan market, for 
stocks suggests.the existence of a 
fairly extended short interest. 

Bond Sale Light. 

“Transactions in the stock exchange 
bond market also fell away heavily in 
comparison with the totals of the pre- 
vious weeks, but-—otherwise the in- 
vestment situation preserves an ex⸗ 
cellent tone and new issues of securi- 
ties are readily and quickly disposed 


of, 
‘There was some disappointment at 


the subscriptions to the new municipal 
loan, but for obvious reasons New York 
City bond issues are not at the present 
time in particular favor. The continued 
and well-sustained demand for invest- 
ment issues may, however, be cited as 
by far the most encouraging feature of 
teh financial situation at large and one 
full of significance in its relation to in-

Road Will Run Southeast Past 
Columbia and as Far as

TO USE EADS BRIDGE 


Tracks Will Parallel Mobile & 
Ohio Railway the Entire 
Distance. 


If present plans of the East St. Louis, 
Columbia & Waterloo Electric Railway 
are carried out, St. Louis will soon have 
direct electric line connection with 
Western Illinois, south of East St. Louis 
as far as Waterloo. 

Baxter L. Brown, engineer of the new 
line, with offices in the Laclede Build- 
ing, told 1. Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the company has the option of either 
running its line over the Eads Bridge to 
Third street and Washington avenue or 
of using the terminals at Broadway and 
Collinsville avenue, East St. Louis. He 
said that the company had not yet defi- 

_nitely determined which to take, but he 
believes that the cars will pe run over 
the bridge. 

This means that St. Louis will soon 
have direct electric line connection with 
Cahokia, Debo, Columbia and Waterloo. 
“The promoters’ have asked East St. 
“Louis for a franchise to run its lines 
over Nineteenth street, from the south- 
ern city limits to Bond avenue. 

The proposed line will be 22 miles long 
and work upon it will be .commenced 
as soon as preliminary arrangements 
are completed. Its tracks will parallel 
the Mobile & Ohio’ Railway, running 
on the west side of the steam line to 
‘Columbia, and on.the east side from 
Columbia to Waterloo. 

It is understood that the new com- 
pany will use the tracks of the East 
Bt. Louis & Suburban in East St. Louis. 
The line wil! open up an entirely new 
territory. There are a great many elec- 
tric interurban lines running out of East 
St. Louis, but they all run east and 
north to Belleville, Alton, Benbow City, 
Granite City, Madison, Paéwardsville and 
other towns in that vicinity. There are 
mow no lines running south and south- 
east.
